nilheth away equally,it betokeneth fatr weather. Allo, if he ſetteth | 
ven, it lignifieth faire weather: It at his ſetting he be of diuers co» 
lours, oꝛ douds like water, it thieatacth caine. If at the riſing of 
the Sun, his beames teme red, oꝛ long, oz incompaſſed with red 
clouds, it fignifieth great windes: Ik at his ſetting there appeare a 
thicke myſt, oꝛ tt it raineth in the enening, it thaeatneth very foule 
woather to tollow, Allo, if the Sunne beames be (potted eyther 
greene,pale,o: blacke, gathered ts a cloud, itiaufieth raine. The 
Sun letting cleate wichout any cloud, ſigniſieth a faire night to 
enſue. Ffthe circle, oꝛ circles about the Sun be elearc,+ ofno ton · 
timuance, looke foꝛ faire weather; Jfeyere be many circles, it ſig· 
nifietl windes: the redder they are, the moze vehement winds. Ak 
the circles art heert and thert bzoken, and arc chicke and blacke, 
lenkt fo; cold wind oꝛ ſuo w: O, it he lee bebinde a great black 
cloud, raine kollowt:h.
